lioii after generation has po. u’.iar fusel- 
nations. 
There are few of us whit 
value our own childish Illusions so 
highly that we will not part with them 
for the fun of seeing how We have heel) 
fooled. 
Here are examples of some of the 
best known tricks: 
The I>ox trick is as clever as well 
known ami as old as any. 
A heavy. 
brass hound chest is exhibited. An as­ 
sistant is placed in a large canvas bag, 
the mouth of which is securely f a s ­ 
te n e d . aud the hag is placed in the 
c h e s t , which is locked and roped. 
The box is concealed for a few see 
ends, and when it is revealed the occu­ 
pant is sitting upon it, the c lo s e d and 
sea led hag beside him. 
The cords and 
s e a l s on the box are intact. 
I’his astonishing feat is accomplished 
thus: The occupant of the hag has in­ 
serted a wooden plug In the mouth j 
while the tying is being done. 
When 
the chest is locked, he pulls it out, slips j 
out his hand, pulls off the cords, gets 
out and replaces the cords over the top , 
of the sack. 
By the time the chest is roped he is, 
free. 
The chest has a secret opening, 
usually at the end, and while it is hid­ 
den lie crawls out. 
A slim man is 
usually employed to do the trick. 
The vanity fair trick is one of the 
most battling iii the repertory of the 
black art. A woman stands before a 
large mirror about ten feet high and 
placed iii a heavy frame. About three 
feet from the floor is a small shelf 
I • la ceti against the mirror, the bottom 
of which is about eighteen inches from 
the door. The glass having been duly 
inspected, the young woman mounts 
the shelf. She then turns to arrange 
iier hair by the mirror. She is asked to 
face the audience, but again and again 
turns her back, hence the name of the 
trick. 
Finally, losing patience, the perform­ 
er thrusts a small screen in front of 
lier, tires a pistol at the spot where 
‘ lie was standing, snatches aw ay the 
screen, aud she has vanished. 
The top, bottom and sides of the m ir­ 
ror have been in view’ all the time and 
only the center has been hidden for a 
few seconds. 
Tho secret lies in the fact that the 
lower part of the mirror Is made 
double, tht“ bottom of the upper part 
being concealed by a second sheet of 
silvered glass placed in front of it. 
The shelf his against the line of 
junction, and enables the mirror to be 
examined by the audience. As soon as 
the screen is placed the mirror slides 
up about a foot into the top of the 
frame. The bottom of this mirror is 


loud. [lasting the ting along in m e op 
posito direction. 
Next it is brought 
back again, and the effect is such that 
the average spectator is convinced that 
the hoop bas really t>eeu passed o u r 
the lady cml the bon tai from end to 
end. 
Another very effective illusion, a r­ 
ranged upon the same principle, shows 
the head and bust of a lady supported 
on a three legged stool resting on a 
small table. 
One can apparently sec 
not only between the legs of the table 
to the back of the stage, but through 
the space between the stool and the ta­ 
ble. 
In this case the three legged stool is 
arranged with mirrors precisely as in 
the tripod illusion, but the table, which 
has four legs. Is managed differently. 
A largo mirror is placed diagonally un­ 
der the table, joining to opposite legs. 
Thus the spectators really only sees 
three of the legs, the fourth being sim­ 
ply the reflection of the first.—N ew 
York World.

w hich co nju rers 
have mystified a n d delighted g e n e ra ­ 
tion a fte r generation has peculiar fasci­ 
nations. 
T h ere a re few o f us w ho 
value o u r ow n childish illusions so 
highly th a t w e will not p a rt w ith th em 
for the fun of seeing ho\V We have been 
fooled. 
H e re a re exam p les of som e of the 
best know n tricks: 
T he box trick is a s clever as well 
k no w n an d as old a s any. 
A heavy, 
brass bound chest is exhibited. 
An a s ­ 
sistant is placed in a large c a n v a s bag, 
the m outh of w hich is securely fa s ­ 
tened, an d th e bag is placed in the 
chest, w hieh is locked a n d roped. 
T h e box is concealed for a fe w sec­ 
onds. a n d w hen it is revealed the occu­ 
p a n t is sittin g upon it, the d o s e d and 
sealed bag beside him. 
T h e cords and 
seals on th e box o re intact. 
T his a sto n ish in g fe a t is accom plished 
th u s: T h e o ccu p an t of the b ag lias in­ 
setted a w ooden plug In th e m outh 
w hile th e ty in g is being done. 
W hen 
the chest is locked, he pulls it out, slips 
out his hand, pulls off the cords, gets 
out and replaces th e cords over the top 
o f t lie sack. 
By th e tim e th e chest is roped he is 
free. 
T h e d ie s t has r. secret opening, 
usually a t the end, an d w hile it is hid­ 
den he c ra w ls out. 
A slim m an is 
usually em ployed to do th e trick. 
T he van ity fair trick is one of th e 
m ost battling in tlie rep erto ry of the 
black art. 
A w o m an sta n d s before a 
large m irro r ab o u t ten feet high and 
placed in a heavy fram e. 
A bout th ree 
feet from the tioor is a sm all shelf 
placed ag a in s t tlie m irror, th e bottom 
of w hich is ab o u t eighteen inches from 
th e floor. 
T h e glass h aving been duly 
Inspected, th e young w o m an m ou nts 
the shelf. 
She then tu rn s to a rra n g e 
her h a ir by th e m irror. 
She is ask ed to 
face the audience, bu t ag ain an d a g ain 
tu rn s h er back, hence th e n am e o f tlie 
trick. 
F inally, losing patience, th e p erfo rm ­ 
er th ru s ts a sm all screen in fro n t of 
her, tires a pistol a t th e spot w here 
she w as stand ing , snatches a w a y th e 
screen, an d she lias vanished. 
T h e top, bottom an d sides o f th e m ir­ 
ror have been in view all the tim e an d 
only th e cen ter h as been hidden for a 
few seconds. 
T h e secret lies In th e fact th a t the 
. low er p a r t of th e 
m irror Is m ad e 
double, th e bottom of th e u p p er p a rt 
being concealed by a second sh e e t of 
silvered glass placed in front of it. 
T he shelf tits ag a in st th e line of 
junction, an d enables the m irro r to be 
exam in ed by the audience. 
As soon as 
the screen is placed th e m irro r slides 
up ab o u t a foot into th e to p o f th e 
fram e. T b o bottom of this m irror is 
cut a w a y tu the middle, leaving a hole 
abo ut eighteen in d ie s square, which 
w a s previously concealed from view 
by th e double glass at th e Lase. 
T hro u g h this hole the lady in stan tly 
slips, a n d escap es by a board w hich 
h as been pushed fo rw ard from behind 
th e scenes w hile tlie vanity fa ir b y ­ 
play w a s going on. T h e glass then 
slides do w n again, th e screen is re 
moved, und th e m irror a p p e a rs Just 
as solid as It w as before. 
A no ther of the m ost asto u n d in g feats 
of m odern m agic is th a t or m ak in g a 
person or o bject a p p a re n tly float in the 
air. 
A couple of o rdinary c h airs are 
placed on th e stag e —well to w a rd the 
back, w hich is d rap ed w ith black cloth 
—am i upon th ese is laid a broad, thicji 
plank. A young lady is th e n Intro 
duced a n d is assisted to place herself 
in a recu m b en t position on th e plunk. 
H e th en d ra w s aside th e chairs, a n d 
th e plank, w ith th e lady on it, rem ain s 
a p p a re n tly suspended in th e air. 
To j 
p r o \e th a t th e p lank Is not supported, 
th e ex hib itor ta k e s a (urge hoop a n d ! 
passes it b ac k w a rd a n d fo rw a rd over ■ 
am i aro u n d th e plank. 
Vet th ere is an attach m en t. As soon 
a s th e lady is placed In position on 
th e board a carriage, placed behind the 
bluok c u rtain a n d sup po rting u stron g 
Iron bur tw ice bent upon itself, 
is 
pushed fo rw ard by a n a ssista n t so th a t 
th e iron bar, which is covered w ith 
black cloth, coiucs o ut th ro u g h a slit 
In the c u rta lu w hile the ex hib ito r is 
p re tcu d in g to m esm erize the lady. T he 
l»ar has u t its end a very stro ug clip, 
an d the perform er, w hile m aking his 
hypnotic passes, guides this on to the 
iHMtrd. T h e c h a irs a rc then rem oved, 
a n d the board re m ain s suspen ded by 
th e invisible Iron bur. 
J'be hoop Is p a ssed along from one 
cud until it reach es th e bend w here 
th e b ar passes through the cu rtain 


oop 
th e lady an d th e b oard from end to 
end. 
A nother very effective Illusion, a r ­ 
ran g ed upon the sa m e principle, show s 
th e head an d b u st of a lady supported 
on a th re e legged stool restin g on » 
sm all table. 
O ne can ap p are n tly sec 
not only b etw e en th e legs of the table 
to th e back of th e stage, but th ro u g h 
th e space betw een th e stool a n d the t a ­ 
ble. 
In this case th e th ree legged stool is 
a rra n g e d w ith m irrors precisely as in 
th e tripod illusion, but th e table, w hich 
has four legs, is m an ag e d differently. 
A larg e m irro r is placed diagonally u n ­ 
d er th e table, Joining to opposite legs. 
T h u s the sp ectato rs really only sees 
th ree of the legs, th e fo u rth being sim ­ 
ply th e reflection of th e tirst.—N ew 
York W orld.

E x p e rim e n ts m ad e w hile in a balloon 
show th a t w h en a h eigh t of lo.UUO 
feet h a s been reached th e n u m b er of 
corpuscles in th e h u m a n blood have in ­ 
creased by one third. 
T h e atm o sp h eric p ressu re uj>oti the 
s u rfa c e of un o rd in ary m an is 152.400 
pounds, or over fourteen and a half 
tons. 
T h e o rd in ary rise a n d fall of th e 
b aro m e ter increases or decreases this 
p ressu re by 2,500 pounds.

Governor Odell made this statement 
to day to President Baer, of the Read­ 
ing road, in the presence of United 
States Senators Platt, of New- York, 
and Quay and Penrose, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
It was thee ulmination of a rather 
heated interview in the office of Sen­ 
ator I Matt, and the result of the first 
meeting between Governor Odell and 
President Baer. 
Mr. Bact was not In the best of hu­ 
mor when, accompanied by 
E. 
B. 
Thomas, chairman of the board of di­ 
rectors of file Erie railroad, he en­ 
tered Senator Platt’s office. 
The con­ 
ference was begun by a statement 
mad* 
by Senator Penrose that the 
situation was becoming so serious that 
some solution must be found at once. 
He 
suggested 
that 
the 
operators 
should 
incline to some concessions 
toward a settlement. 


W ill Not Recognize Union. 


It you mean by that," said Presi­ 
dent Baer, “ that we are to recognize 
the existence of a labor union, I tell 
you right now that th** operators will 
consider no such proposition.” 
Governor Odell was on his feet in 
an instant. 
Holding a half-burnt cigar 
in his hand, and white with excite­ 
ment. he said: 
"A re we to understand that no kind 
of a conciliatory proposition will re­ 
ceive consideration' at the hands of 
the operators?" 
"I did not say that." answered Mr. 
Baer, 
but I do say, anil I reiterate 
it. that we will not accept political 
advice or allow the interference of 
politicians in this, our affair.” 
Then it was that Governor Odell 
made the statement attributed to him 
at the beginning of this article. 
President Baer, evidently appro* ia- 
ating that ho had gone too, bowed to 
Governor Odell and said: 
. . “ Governor, I beg your pardon. 
No 
personal affront was intended, and we 
will listen to any suggestion yon may

About •*» o’clock John Mitchell, ar- 
coinpanied by L. N. Hammerling, of 
Wilkesbarre, called and had a long 
conterenee. 
W hile this was going on 
a dispatch announcing that the oper­ 
ators refused to consider the tearma 
offered by the governor was received. 
When the conference was over Gov­ 
ernor Odell refused to say what had 
occurred, and Mr. Mitchell was equal­ 
ly reticent. 
It is believed, however, 
that 
Governor 
Odell presented his 
proposition for settlement to the lead­ 
er of the miners’ union, ami that Mr. 
M itch ell said he would present it to 
the district presidents in the hope it 
would be accepted. 
Governor Odell said: 
"Mr. Mitchell 
was eminently fair and showed every 
disposition to adjust the serious situ­ 
ation.’’ 
Yesterday's conference between men 
in 
official 
positions 
and 
President 
Baer and Chairman Thomas was abso­ 
lutely barren of result. 
According to 
tile statements made by the operators 
the prospects of a settlement are no 
more promising than they were yes­ 
terday. 
Operator* Declare Conferences at End. 


There is nothing to justify the as­ 
sertion that negotiations w ill be re­ 
sumed next Tuesday. 
As one of the 
coal presidents put it. "the incident is 
closed." 
"The publicist," said this gentle­ 


man. "made a number of suggestions, 
all of which we turned down. 
These 


included a ten per cent increase in 
pay, a decrease of working hours and 
recognition of the union, as well as 
a number of other propositions which 
we regard as equally undebatable. In 
fact, we found it impossible to nego­ 
tiate with them, and said so. 
'W hat their next step will be I can­ 
not say, but they understand that we 
cannot be moved. 
I repeat, we will 


not meet them again. 
It is frivolous, 
and is bound to result In further ill- 
feeling.” 


Another operator said; 


Operators W ill Not Budge. 


“ It is not for us to consider mer© 
matters of political expediency. 
Had 
so-called statesmen kept their banda 
off, the strike would have been settled 
long ago. 
W e have taken a stand for 
principle, and no amount of argument 
will budge us.’ 
J. B. Morgan, who conferred with 
several of the operators during the 
day. would not discuss latest develop­ 
ments. but it is known that he has not 
swerved from his purpose not to be­ 
come a party to the controversy. 
W ith til** announcement that all th? 
conferees, except Governor Odell, had 
left town, some of the interest iir the 
matt* r dropped last night.

MAIL AFTER POSTING IT.

A few day^ago a young woman bur 
rleil Into the office of tile punt mu Mer af 
New York and asked to have a letter 
withdrawn from the ma I Ik. 
She had 
^lusted It an hour previously, she said, 
mid since then had learned something 
about Mr. Jtlank that incensed her; 
therefore she did not want to keep tie* 
appointment she had consented to In 
the letter. 
Could she reclaim the uils 
Hive before It reached the addressee? 
abe Inquired. 
rJ’he postmaster referred her to the 
superintendent of mails, and within 
half an hour the letter was picked out 
from among thousands of Its mates 
ami restored to the claimant, who tore 
it Into bits und walked out of the post 
office. 
The authorities of the postoffice have 
made every provision for absent aud 
tickle minded patrons of the mails. 
Among the most Interesting and valu­ 
able is the process by which a letter 
may be reclaimed after It bas tx •en 
posted. 
Comparatively few people know that 
this can be done, and fewer care to 
take the trouble of going through the 
forms which have been prescribed 
forms which are to a degree cumber­ 
some aud time consuming, but which, 
nevertheless, ore necessary to prevent 
deception and fraud. 
Occasions arise when the writer of 
an Important letter desires to w ith­ 
d raw It before It reaches its destina­ 
tion. 
Oftentimes additional knowledge 
of a proposed traimaetlon Is acquired 
after a letter has been sent to the post­ 
office, making It highly desirable that 
the facts related iii the letter do not 
reach the person for whpni they were 
originally Intended. 
In case, too, where 
knowledge of tho failure of a mercan­ 
tile (Inn or u banking bouse reaches a 
person w ho has malled a cheek or draft 
to that concern It Is sometimes wise 
to withdraw the letter before It Is de­ 
livered. 
The postal authorities have a system 
by which such n lettermny be reclaimed 
lf application is made for It before It 
Is delivered. Application must tx* made 
In person. 
The government provides a 
blank upon which the applicant writes 
the address that Is given on the letter. 
l f that letter has not left the postoffice, 
the superintendent of malls (Iuds It aud 
compares tile address on the envelope 
with the address on the applicant’s 
slip. 
If the addresses are Identical, the 
letter Is returned to the claimant and 
the authorities keep tile slip as a re 
eel pi. 
To reclaim n letter sent out of the of­ 
fice the writer must till out the pre­ 
scribed blank and deposit $1 for tele­ 
grams. 
The superintendent of malls 
then telegraphs the postofficu to which 
the letter lias been sent and asks bint 
to return It. 
When It reaches him, he 
compares the addresses, und lf they 
are alike lie returns tho letter to the 
applicant. 
The expense of telegraph­ 
ing Im deducted from the deposit, aud 
the balance Is returned. 
This Involves a study of handwrit­ 
ing. 
lf there Im a noticeable difference 
Iii tho little tilings which are charac­ 
te ristic-the manner of crossing the 
’T h” or the dotting of the “ Pa" or the 
peculiar 
little 
flourishes 
which 
are 
made after a name—the letter Is not 
delivered to the claimant. 
In cases 
where letters are addressed by type 
writer It Is Impossible to identify the 
applicant In UiIn way. 
When the claimant is a well known 
business 
man, 
however, 
personally 
known to the postal authorities, let­ 
ters are sometimes returned upon his 
mere request, a receipt, however, tieing 
asked. 
At the New York postoffice, accord­ 
ing to the first assistant postmaster, 
the average number of letters with­ 
drawn each week is ten. 
Most of these 
are from tile domestic malls. 
Few are 
from the city mails, because the let 
tern are collected so frequently aud 
delivered so quickly that there Is little 
chance of “ catching" a letter In the 
office. 
Occasionally letters which have been 
addressed 
to 
foreign 
countries 
are 
asked to be returned, 
In such a case 
a deposit of $25 is required to cover 
Hie expense of telegraph and cable 
tolls.

A behind the scenes view of the fa­ 
mous illusions will 
which conjurers 
have mystified and delighted genera­ 
tion atter generation has peculiar fasci­ 
nations. 
There an? few of us who 
value our own childish illusions so 
highly th a t we will not part with them 
for the fun of seeing how we have been 
fooled. 
H ere are examples of some of the 
best known tricks: 
The box trick is as clever as well 
known and a s old as any. 
A heavy, 
brass Imund chest is exhibited. 
An as­ 
sistant is placed in a large canvas bag, 
the mouth of which is securely fas­ 
tened. and the bag is placed in the 
chest, which is locked and roped. 
'The box is concealed for a Tew sec­ 
onds. and when it is revealed the occu­ 
pant is sitting upon it, the closed and 
scaled bag beside him. The cords and 
seals on the box are intact. 
This astonishing feat is accomplished 
thus: The occupant of the bag lins in­ 
serted a wooden plug In the mouth 
while the tying is being done. 
When 
tile chest is locked, he pulls it out, slips 
out his hand, pulls off the cords, gets 
out and replaces tile cords over lite top 
of the sack. 
By the time Ute chest is roped he is | 
free. 
The chest lins r. secret opening, 
usually ut the end. and while it is Hill 
I 
den he crawls out. 
A slim man is 
usually employed to do the t r i c k . 
The vanity fair trick is one of the ’ 
most battling in t he repertory of lite j 
black art. A woman stands before a i 
large mirror about ten feet high and ! 
placed iii a heavy frame. About three i 
feet from the floor is a small shelf j 
placed against the mirror, the bottom 
of which is about eighteen inches from 
tile floor. The glass having been duly 
Inspected, the young woman mounts 
the shelf. She then turns to arrange 
her hair by the mirror. She is asked to 
face the audience, but again and again 
turns her back, hence the name of the 
trick. 
Finally, losing patience, the perform­ 
er thrusts a small screen in front of 
her, tires a pistol at the spot where 
tile was standing, snatches aw ay the 
screen, and she has vanished. 
The top, bottom and sides of the mir- 
i or have been in view all the time and 
only tile center has been hidden for a j 
few seconds. 
'J li** secret lies in tile fact th at tile j 
lower p art of tile mirror is made ! 
double, the bottom of Hie upper part j 
being concealed by a second sheet of 
silvered glass placed in front of it. 
The shelf his against the line of 1 
junction, and enables the mirror to be 1 
examined by the audience. As soon as 
the screen is pl a ceti the mirror slides 
up about a foot into the top of the 
frame. Tho bottom of this mirror is 
cut awny in the middle, leaving a hole 
about eighteen indies square, which 
was previously concealed from view 
by the double glass at the base. 
Through this hole the lady instantly 
slips, and escapes by ti board which 
has been pushed forw ard from behind 
the scenes while the vanity fair by­ 
play w as going on. T he glass then 
slides down again, the screen Is re­ 
newed. and the mirror appears just 
as solid as It wag before. 
Another of the most astounding feats 
of modern magic is that of making a 
person or object apparently float in the 
air.

Ile then draw s aside the chairs, and 
the plank, with the lady on it, remains 
apparently suspended in the air. To 
prove th a t the plank is not supported, 
tile exhibitor takes a large hoop and 
passes it backw ard and forw ard over 
and around the plank. 
Vet there is an attachm ent. As soon 
as tile lady is placed in position on 
the board a carriage, placed behind tile 
Mack curtain and supporting a strong 
Iron b ar twice bent upon Itself, is 
pushed forw ard by an assistant so that 
the iron bar, which is covered with 
black cloth, comes out through a slit 
in the curtain while the exhibitor is 
pretending to mesmerize the lady. The 
b ar Lias at its end a very strong clip, 
and the pet former, while making his 
hypnotic passes, guides this on to the 
board. I he chairs are then removed, 
and tile board rem ains suspended by 
the invisible iron bar. 
J he hoop is passed along from one 
end until it reaches the bend where 
Hie bar passes through tile curtain. 
The performer passes it round the end 
of the board and himself w alks be- 


bind. [Kissiiig the ling along iii tao up 
posite direction. 
Next it is brought 
back again, and the effect is such that 
the average spectator Is convinced th at 
the hoop bas really beeu passed over 
the lady and tile board from end to 
end. 
Another very effective Illusion, a r­ 
ranged upon the sam e principle, show s 
the head and bust of a lady supported 
on a three legged stool resting on a 
small table. One can apparently soc 
not only between the legs of the table 
to the back of the stage, but through 
the space between the stool and the ta ­ 
ble. 
In this case the three logged stool is 
arranged w ith mirrors precisely as in 
the tripod illusion, but tile table, which 
bas four legs, is managed differently. 
A largo m irror Is placed diagonally un­ 
der the table, joining to opposite legs. 
Thus the spectators really only sees 
three of the legs. the tourth being sim­ 
ply the reflection of the tirst.—New 
York World.
